RUSSIA AND TURKEY.—Official bulletins 
from the Russian army have, at length, been re- 
ceived by way of St. etersburg They bring down 
the operations before Schoumia from the 7th to the 
29th August; before Varna from the 13th to the 
3ist August; and those before Silistria from the 
23d July to the 10thofAug. These are, of course, 
much more favorable to the Russians than the ac- 
counts previously received from other quarters, but 
it now appears, from the best authority, the balan- 
cing of the adverse statements, that the Turks have 
not only given considerable annoyance to the invad- 
ing armies, but obtained great advantages in con- 
flicts of a much more important nature than were 
expected to precede the grand attack upon their 
strong holds. 

IRELAND — The alarming state of Ireland had 
excited considerable attention in the political cireles, 
within a few days It was represented as upon the 
eve of an eruption, and requiring the promptest 
measures to stay the threatened evils. 

The Lord-lieutenant (Marquis of Anglsea) had 
issued a Proclamation prohibiting any large as- 
semblages of the people. 

Blockade of the Dardanelles.—The rumors re- 
specting the blockade of the Dardanelles by Russia 
vary every hour It iscommonly stated that Smyrna 
is not to be blockaded, and that the blockade is tu 
be confined merely tothe mouth of the Dardanelles; 
that ali vessels are to have free egress, and that only 
ships with provisions, naval stores, and munitions of 
war, are to be stopped.— Globe.

Eurofiean Marine.—According to a statement of 
the European navy, furnished by Capt. Jones, of the 
British navy, forthe accuracy of which, up to the 
time when his observations were made, he is willing 
to vouch, the French have 52 sail of the line, 32 
frigates, and as many more corvettes and brigs; 
Russia, next in numbers, has 42 sail of the line, {8 
frigates, and a score of smailer vessels; Sweden, 
12 sail of the line, 6 frigates, ant 10 corvettes or 
brigs; Denmark, 4 line-of-battle ships, 6 frigates, 








and a few sloops: Holland, almost exactly the same { 


number; Austria, only 10 sail ofall. ates; Spain 
and-Portugal, too contemptible to be taken into the 
estimate. The entire marine, therefore, of Continen- 
tal Europe, may be stated at 116 sail of the line, 74 
frigates, aid 94 corvettes and br gs, while that of 
Great Britain amounts to 138 ships of the line, 148 
frigates, and 214 corvettes and brigs. 

Great Estate —The late archbishop of Canter- 
bury’s wiil having been proved, his personal estate 
is found to amount to £180,000 He left 7 daugh- 
ters, all unmarried. He bequeathed his ofttions 
worth 5 or 6000 a-year, to his successor. The 
nomination to the registry of the prerogative court, 
lately secured to him by parliament, is valued at 
# 100,000, in addition to his other wealth. His in- 
come was said to be £25,000 per annum. This is 
equal to the compensation that we allow to our presi- 
dent, the four secretaries of the great departments, 
the postmaster-general, the chief justice, and the 
six associate judges of the supreme court, and the 
support of our minister at London into the bargain. 

Turkish Standard.—The Turks preserve a green 
ctandard borne by Mahomet, with a great deal of 
veneration, as believing it to have been brought 
down by the Angel Gaéried. Every time it is dis- 
played, all who profess the Mahometan faith are 
obliged to take arms; those who refuse are to be 
deemed as infideis. ‘The Turks attribute such ex- 
ceedingly great power to the Angel Geérie/ as to 
be able to descend, in the space of an hour, from 
heaven to earth, to overturn a mountain with a 
single feather of his wing, &c. :
